Some Grave Problems. 

Mr. Timlin believed the problems facing the 
people can be solved by the people without 
resort to the dangerous principles of social- 
—_ He said in part: 

When we consider the magnitude of these 
problems and the blunders which might be 
made in solving them it behooves us to hasten 
slowly and to hear what every one has to 
say. Some well thinking persons think we 
could get rid of the whole scandal by keeping 
quiet about it. These are persons who make 
much of the term ‘muck rakers, and who 
unthinkingly are the instruments of the pro- 
prietor of the muck heap, who objects to its 
benig raided. Still others see no remedy for 
this but to shut out immigration. 

Now, every one ought to concede that it 
is impossible to increase the population with- 
out increasing the number of defaulters and 
criminals; so it is impossible to multiply the 
number of business transactions without in- 
creasing the number of shady or crooked 
transactions. 

This matter of proportion must accéunt 
for some part of the recent startling revela- 
tions. Take the case of the Standard OH com- 
pany. I can see little or nothing in the charges 
against this institution and its officers be- 
yond the question of proportion, and the ef- 
fects of the old human vices and weaknesses 
upon new conditions.” 


Mistakes of Early Years. 


As corporations were given liberal grants 
in the early days, so the laws were made as 
Mberal, said Mr. Timlin. As a monument to 
this early sentiment he said there is upon 
the statute books of Wisconsin a law provid- 
ing in substance that if a corporation com- 
mits a wrong no one can call it to account 
except the attorney general of the state, and 
-he only after leave has been granted by the 
Supreme court. With this statute on the 
books, Mr. Timlin said, it was not surprising 
that it was difficult to curb lawlessness of 
corporations in Wisconsin. 

Mr. Timlin then took up the discriminations 
ef railroads in granting rebates and special 
privileges to certain localities, and the 
manipulation of stocks. Here, indeed, he 
said, was an extraordinary condition, calling 
for extraordinary remedies. 


Must Limit Wealth. 


One of the first things that we must give 

up.“ he said’ is the notion that an indi- 
vidual or corpofation has the right to get, 
hold, or own as much money or property of 
the country as de or it can acquire. There 
should be a Umitation written into the con- 
stitution of the United States where the 
forces of repeal, which are sure to arise, can- 
not easily reach it, providing the maximum 
amount of money and property which can 
be held by any one person, natural or arti- 
ficial. I grant there is some danger in this, 
but is there not some danger in the present 
conditions? 
Then again, a multi-millionaire should 
not be eligible to a seat in the United State®- 
senate. See to what pitch the vulgar rich 
have brought this body which promised in 
its inception to be the grandest legislative 
body in all the histor of the world. 

„All regulation of cofporations should be 
inforced by the imprisonment of delinquent 
officers. Our courts should be trained to 
learn that the imprisonment. of a million- 
aire is not sacrilege. 


Need of New Bribery Law. 

„Laws relating to bribery shduld be reme- 
ded, and I believe it is only possible to make 
the same effectual by providing penalties 
solely ageinet the bribe giver. As long as 
both parties to a corrupt transaction are Ha- 
ble to criminal prosecution, so long wilt, it 
be difficult and next to Impossible to obtain 
evidence against the other party, 

Neither lapse of time nor innocent pur- 
chasers of securities should be allowed to 
bar the right to wrest from any person or 
corporation every privilege obtained in whole 
or in part by bribery. 

A rational code of laws governing rela- 
tione of corporations or their servants, such 
as exists in England. France, and Germany, 
and even in Russia, but, alas, does not exist 

in the United States, should be enacted. The 
power of petty officiale to grant valuable 
franchisee should be taken away and, such | 
franchises should be granted upon condem- 
nation and payment of their reasonable value 
and be subject to reappraisal periodically. 

„We must free ourselves of remnants of 
corporation worship which still cling to us by 
‘subjecting these creatures of law to strictest 
and closer regulation. It should be cause of 
‘forfeiture of charter and imprisonment of 
directors if any false entries were made in 
their books of account or any corporate funds 
' paid out for any purpose without truly speci- 
fying the purpose of such payment and its 
amount.

On it was written, 
in a clear hand, in the writing of an appar- 
ently educated person, this message: 

„% Mr. Muth: Your little boy wil be placed 
in your hands tomorrgw morning. There 
will be ho need or any good in exciting your 
neighbors or the police.

There was ho signature—only the dash 
of a pen.

Chief Sanitary Inspector Hedrick Finds 


Improvements Made Recently in 
the Plant of Armour & Co. 


Chief. Sanitary Inspector Perry L. Hed- 
rick yesterday continued his investigation of 
conditions at the stockyards by beginning an 
inspection of the plant of Armour & Co, He 
was accompanied by his wife and by Mrs. I. 
K Wilson, president of the Woman's club of 
Des Moines, Ia. . 

They visited the beef killing floor, the oleo 
room, the lard refinery, the hog killing room, 
the canning room, the sausage room, the 
casing room, and the veal loaf room. Mr. 
Hedrick said as far as he went he did not 
find conditions as bad as at the plant of Nei- 
son Morris & Co., with which he dealt in his 
report. In general, he expressed a favorable 
opinion of the way the buildings were kept, 
confining his criticisms to the casing room, 
which he found to be inadequately venti- 
lated. d 

The inspector saw evidence of recent im- 
provements. The men on the killing floors 
have been supplied with rubber ‘aprons, which 
are easily cleansed. In the cutting room, two 
qualities of aprons have been furnished, and 
other improvements are in process of adop- 
tion. ,

meat be destroyed. 

Several days ago ten cows of the Parental 
school herd were ordered killed, and they 
were sold to the Independent Packing com- 
pany, Forty-first and Halsted streets. The 
carcasses were inspected by federal and 
state inspectors, and also by an inspector 

ployed by the school board, and eight of 

e ten were condemned and the meat de- 
stroyed. The other two carcasses were pro- 
‘Nounced free from disease, and, after a 
microscopic examination, were sold to Philip 
Reitz & Co., 11 Fulton street. 

Dr. J. F. Biehn of the city laboratory re- 
ceived complaint late Tuesday afternoon that 
the carcasses were diseased, and he at once 
ordered them held at the Reitz market until 
they could be inspected again. After the 
inspection he declared neither of the car- 
casses was affected. 

To make certainty doubly sure, the Paren- 
tal school committee, after learning all the 
facts, adopted a resolution presented by 
‘Trustee Harding, providing that the two car- 
casses held at the Reitz market be destroyed. 
and also that the six cows still living at the 
school be at once killed and all the meat 
destroyed. The board will not purchase any 
more cows for the school until a new barn 
has been erected, as it is felt that the ani- 
mals contract the disease in the barn.

O. M. Spencer, representing the defendant, 
admittted that the Burlington did contract 
with the packers to carry their product at 
28 cents for the distance named, or a rate 
of 49 cents for the whole distance from 
Kansas City to Liverpool. K 

District Attorney A. S. Van Valkenjureh, 
arguing for the government, said simply that 
it was a plain case of violation of the Elkins 
act. The Burlington railway had made a 
contract with the packing companies at a 
rate of 28 cents a hufdred, and had con- 


had been filed with the interstate commerce 
commission an amended tariff of 35 cents. 
Where Company Erred. 

Judge ‘McPherson; in instructing the jury, 
said that the Burlington railroad hed no 
right to make a ¢entract for à period longer 
than the established rate of 23 cents should 
be in force. To have carried shipments for 
23 cents after August 17, 1905, when the tariff 
ed raised to 35 cents, must be considered 
a concession.

Employee of Wealthy: Sioux Falis 
Brewer Testifica at. Preliminary 
Hearing, That Mrs. Emma Kauf- 
mann, Employer’s Wife, Scalded 16 
Year Old Girl for “Stubbornness” 
and Beat Her When She Lay Pros- 
trate on Floor in Pool of Water. 


Sioux Falls, 8. D., June 18. [Special. 
Scaiding water to make a kitchen maid she 
said was “stubborn” get up, and then tur- 
penjtine rubbed into the latter’s blistered legs 
to “heal” them, was the treatment meted 
out to 16 year old Agnes Polreis by Mrs. 
Emma Kaufmann, wife of a millionaire 
brewer, according to the testimony of Peter 
Erickson, a hired man of Kauffmann. 

The preliminary hearing of Mrs. Kauf- 
mann, who is charged with manslaughter by 
having beaten and scalded the giri till she 
died, was resumed this morning, having been 
continued from yesterday. 

Erickson testified before Judge Wheelock 
today that he has seen Mrs. Kaufmann on 
several occasions poke Miss Polreis with a 
broom handle, not good naturedly, but in 
earnest,’’ as the witness expressed it.

This was regarded by the prosecution 
as confirming the contention that though ill 
the ‘girl was accorded the rough treatment

Erickson denied that Mrs. Kaufmann, after 
Miss Polreis was dead, had wept, and stated 


she always had treated the girl well.

Girls Take to Philosophizing. 

Over in the rooms of the rest clubs in 
Monroe gtreet the working girls are wonder- 
ing if they really would have had a good 
time at Fontana, and the members of the 
Klio association are expressing the convic- 
tion that “wealth and luxury destroy all 
human sympathy when the victims are not 
used to it.” 

Mrs. T. D. Palmer, president of the Kite 
association, did mot mince words yesterday 
in denouncing the members of the colony who 
had forbidden the workers to trespass. She 
said she did not want the Fontana colony 
confounded in the public mind with residents 
along southern, western, and eastern shores 
of the lake who have always stood ready to 
extend a helping hand to the less fortunate, 
She did not want the Fontana people con- 
founded with the Leiters, the Mitchells, the 
Selfridges, the Allertons, the Moores, the 
Youngs, and the hosts of others who have 
each year contributed greatly to the success 
of the Lake Geneva fair. 

“The action of those persons who have 


prevented us from carrying out our plan is 


nothing but cruelty, heartlessnesa, and sel- 
fishness in the superlative degree, said Mrs. 
Palmer. t ig evident that they do not 
believe any one has a right to a vacation ex- 
cept themselves. Their whole life probably 
is a vacation, and they have formed the habit 
of setting themselves up on a pinnacle and

Controller 
McGann finally was réquested to investigate 
and submit a supplementary report. 

As related. by Tun TRIBUNE last March, 
the telephone company manipulated its book - 
keeping in such a manner as to reduce the 
showing of profits to 9.54 cent. It charged 
off as expenses $160,000 for insurance; 8806. 
000 for royalties to the American Bell Tele- 
phone company, $276,000 for litigation, and 
$260,000 for various items so mysterious as 
to earn the title of “yellow dog f 
With these items disallowed, the city 4 
tors found the company to be earning in 
reality a profit of more than 16 per cent. 


Kept Secret from Auditor. 


Deputy Controller Gosselin informed the 
committee that the company had permitted 
him to verify all items in its accounts ex- 
cept those in the $260,000 fund and those 
in the plant account. 

“The $269,000 item,“ said Attorney Payne, 
is composed of $50,000 expended for lunch- 
eons for our operators of whom we have 
2,600, $11,000 for a pole yard on Diston road,

The legislature to be 
created by the new constitution will not have 
authority to put up permanent tate build- 
ings at the temporary capital. In times gone

of the new state. The two old territories 
were nearly equal in population, and own lot 

boomers and real estate speculators have in- 

fested the capitol here all winter in the hope 

of inducing congress to fix a permanent cap- 

ital in the enabling act itself. Now, the peo- 

pie of Oklahoma will havea chance to choose 

for themselves; but they will not choose un- 
til time has developed the direction ‘of the 

growth of the new state, and in seven years 

the situation will become so settled that the 

people can make a selection intelligently and 

for the best interests of the whole state. 


Splendid School Fund. 

One of the best things in the enabling act, 
so far as the new state of Oklahoma is con- 
cerned, is the creation of a splendid school 
fund. An amendment to the original bill 
Was passed through the senate by the influ- 
ence of Senator 
thrown open to settlement all the mining 
lands of the territory, some of which on the 
old Indian reservations are enormously val- 
uable. The amendment was a vicious one 
and the conferees wisely have thrown it 
out altogether. In its plate they have turned 
over all the public lands, both agricultural 
and mining, to the school fund and to pro- 
tect that fund have prohibited the sale of 
these lands until 1915. Both the agricultural 
and mining lands, however, may be leased 
for the benefit of the schools and thus there 
from the outset a large and 
constantly increasing income to be devoted 
to educational purposes, and the schoole will 
get the benefit in the next nine years of 
the certain increase in value which will come 
to all the property in the new state. 


As to Southwest Territories, 

80 far as regards the people of the two 
southwest territories, they have matters in 
their own hands. The statehood bill, as it 
finally passes, allows the people of Arizona 
and New Mexico to vote separately on the 
question whether they desire to sink their 
individuality as territories and come into 
the union as a single state. The enabling 
act provides that they may get into the union 
as edsily and as quickly as Oklahoma if they 
gee fit, but each territory bas the veto power 
over the other, whereas, in. Oklahoma the 
referendum is to the people as a whole and 
the voters in one territory might-.crowd the 
statehood down the throats of their neigh- 
bors in the other territory. 

In the event that the people of Arizona and 
New Mexico should each vote for joint state- 
hood, the process of admission would be pre- 
cisely the same as that prescribed for Okla- 
homa. In any event, the people in Arizona 
and New Mexico will vote for delegates to a 
constitutional convention at the regular No- 
vember election, and at the same time that 
they elect their territorial officers. The dele- 
gates to the constitutional convention, of 
course, will not assemble in case the vote on 
statehood in either territory is adverse, and 
on the other hand, the territorial officers 
elected in November will have but a brief 
term of office in case statehood is adopted. 

If statehood is adopted, it will thereupon 
be necessary for the voters not only to rati- 
fy the constitution, but also to elect state 
officers, and this will take additional tithe, 
a6 Oklahoma is certain to be ahead in se- 
curing admission to the union and will be

Arizona, the Obstreperous. 

There never has been much of any doubt 
that statehood would be granted to Oklahoma 
at this session of congress. The whole fight 
was over Arizona and New Mexico. The 
people of New Mexico have wanted ‘state- 
hood. They are more or less entitled to it on 
their own account, and there has been no 
objection on the part of republicans to give 
statehood to New Mexico and Arizona to- 
gether. The objection to joint statehood 
comes almost exclusively from the mining 
companies and the railroads of Arizona. 
That ternitory, although it is more than 
twice the size of the state of Illinois, con- 
tained in 1900 less than 100,000 white men. 
It was the plan of Matt Quay, a number of 
whose political associates were interested 
in mines in Arizona, to elevate that terri- 
tory into a state, in which case they would 
have controlled absolutely the votes of two 
United States senators. The result would 
have been to put into Quay’s hands as much 
power as is now wielded by Senators Cullom 
and Hopkins together. It was this possibility 
which resulted in the organization of the re- 
publican votes and the final defeat of Quay’s 


plan 
One Foraker Plan Beaten. 


Under the compromise as finally agreed 
upon the people of Arizona will vote on the 
question of joint statehood at the time 
next November, when they select their 
county and territorial officers. This will 
mean that there will be a full vote, and it 
will be harder, therefore, for the mining 
companies and the railroads to control the 
election. The mining and transportation in- 
terests made a bitter fight to secure the adop- 
tion of an amendment proposed by Senator 
Foraker that the question of statehood 
should be decided at a special election when 
no officers whatever were to be voted for. 
The result would have been an extremely 
light vote, because experience throughout 
the country has shown that there must be a 
personal element to arouse enthusiasm, and 
that as a rule an abstract question does not 
excite the average voter. 

This latest Foraker amendment has been 
beaten. The people will vote on statehood 
when they have their usual local offices to 
be filled and the delegates to the convention 
to be chosen. 


Cannot Predict Result. 


The chances are that the mining and ra- 
read influence will sufficient to secure an 
adverse vote on the referendum. The result 
is in dopbt, however, because when the ques- 
tion is put up to the people of Arizona of 
sccuring the privileges of statehood now they 
may vote for it. If they do not, it may be 
fifty years before they get another chance, 
because an adverse vote in 1906 would be 
likely to be used against them almost in- 
definitely, or until another generation has 
come up and has begged and pleaded for per- 
mission to join. the sisterhood of states.

Tenth Ward Residents Write Charter 
Committee Against Election of Trus- 
tees and Teachers’ Pensions. 


The Tenth Ward Taxpayers’ association 
yesterday forwarded to the chaster commit- 
tee a long letter in which it outlined to that 
body the school legislation it favors. The 
communication was signed by President 
Thomas Zahour and Secretary J. P. Mertlik.

LONDON, June 13.—The Irish laborers’ 
cottages bil&passed its second reading in the 
house of commons t y. 

The bill, which was introduced in the house 
of commons on May 28 by James Bryce, chief 
secretary for Ireland, authorizes a loan of 
$22,500,000 to provide laborers’ cottages in 
Ireland.

Belle Gamaleon, 2:21%, paced in 
2:19 the other day, and Meteor, same record, 
also a pacer, did 2:16 so handily he looks like 
a 2:10 horse when keyed up.

WILL SIGN BAR PERMITS. 


Probably to Veto Edison Consoli- 
dation ‘and South Side Trol- 
ley Permits. | 


Mayor Dunne spent yesterday at home in 
meditation on various cares of state. Except 


orporat Counsel Lewis for the 2 
pose of obtaining legal light on dificult prob- 
lems, the city’s chief executive wrestied 
alone with the legislation submitted to him 
by the council last Monday night. 

As far as could be judged by the informa- 
tion at hand last night, the results of the 


executive contemplation during the day in- 


dicate this outcome: 
The mayor will sign the dance hall bar permit 
ordinancd, 


He will veto the Edison consolidation electric 
light ordinance. 

He will approve the north and west side trolley- 
ization ordinances. 

He will veto the south side trolleyization or- 
dinance. 


He will fight the restoration of John Campion to 
the position of fire marshal by the council. 


Begins Work Early. 

The mayor was up betimes and at his 
task of poring over the questions requiring 
his action. Outside, the special policeman 
detailed by Chief Collins to guard the 
mayor's residence paced solemnly back and 
forth, but within all was wrapped in the si- 
lence of thought. Nen the little Dunnes 
had suffered a quietus to be put upon them. 

After perusing the bar permit ordinance 
and consulting the city code and Llinols 
statutes the mayor called up Corporation 
Counsel Lewis and inquired his opinion on 
the measure. He wished to know particular- 
ly whether it would be a violation of the 1 
o'clock closing law to grant bar permits run- 
ning to 3 a. m. Mr. Lewis pondered awhile 
and then delivered himself of this judgment: 

“There is no reason why a bar permit 
running to 3 a. m. should not be granted. 
It will then be the duty of the chief of po- 


„ige to prevent the sale of liquors after 1 a. 


m. in compliance ‘with the 1 o'clock closing 
ordinance.”’ 


Approves Bar Permits. 

This suggestion resolved the mayor's 
doubts. He decided to sign the bar permit 
ordinance and later in the day gave out this 
interview: 

“I have read the bar permit ordinance and 
find no objection to it. On the whole, I be- 
lieve it a good ordinance. I consider it legal 
in every respect. The. city. ordinances fix 
the ur at which dramshops shall cease 
selling liquor for the day. I do not believe 
the bar at which liquors are sold under this 
ordinance would be considered a ‘ dram- 
hop’ in the strict sense of the word. It 
would be a dramehop for only one night. I 
don't believe the court would hold the 
dramshop closing ordinance applicable to 
it. I shall have no objection to the ordinance 
on that score.’’ 


Takes Up Electric Ordinance. 


The mayor then plunged into consideration 
ofthe Edison electric ight ordinance, which 


required several conferences over the tele- | 


phone, with Mr. Lewis. He then called for a 
copy of Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Hoyne’s opinion, given some time ago, which 
pointed out defects in the ordinance, 

“TI am still working on the electric light 
ordinance,”’ said Mayor Dunne afterward, 

and have nothing to say concerning my on 
tended action. In fact, I have not made up 
my mind. I am going through Mr. Hoyne’s 
opinion at present.”’ 

While Mr. Lewis declined. to state what 
his advice had been, it was learned that both 
he and the mayor object strongly to the Edi- 
son and Commonwealth consolidation fea- 
ture. The mayor's advisers believe that the 
ordinance will be vetoed, with possible rec- 
ommendations, for its amendment and dub 
sequent passage. 

The aldermen who conducted the negotia~ 
tions with the Edison company declare. the 
ordinance a good trade. They point out that 
lower electric Nght rates were secured in ex- 
change for the. consolidation privilege and 
that the company would have contended for 
this right in the courts on the basis of exist- 


ing ordinances, even if the agreement had 


not been made. 


Newsboy Cries “Campion In.“ 

The cogitations of the mayor were inter- 
rupted early in the afternoon by the raucous 
cry of a newsboy who waved a 5 o'clock 
extra in front of the mayoral residence and 
uttered something like, Campion restored.“ 
The mayor paused long enough to deliver 
this concise statement to a reporter over 
the telephone: 

„I wish to say that I have made no state- 
ment to the effect that I will restore Campion 
to his position. I don’t care to say what 
action 1 intend to take, and before I take 
any at all I shall ask for an opinion on 
my course from the corporation counsel.’’ 


Fears South Side Trolley Plan. 


The mayor’ is said to be well disposed 
toward the north and west side ordinances 
on account of the tunnel emergency. As re- 
garde the south side, he is inclined to hold 
with Ald. Dever, that there may be a joker 
contained in the specific grant to the City 
railway to operate cars in the etreets in 
which trolleys are permitted. 

General Counsel Gurley announced that 
bids for the rehabilitation of the north and 
west side lines are being received. At the 
meeting of the Union Traction receivers he 
advised the acceptance ot the north and west 
"side ordinances.

THE AMERICAN FLAG, 

On June 14, 1777, the 3 eon · 
gress adopted ' following resolution: 
“That the flag of the United States be 
tuirteen stripes, alternate red and white; 
that the union be-thirteen stars, white, on a 
blue field, representing anew constellation.” 
In a sense the flag’s form was established 
by legislation; in another, it was like the 
union of the colonies itself, a growth. Its 
adoption was not officially promulgated un- 
til Sept. 3, 1777, in accordance with the 
usual dilatory methods of that time. The 
tiag was first unfurled over a military post 
near Rome, N. X., on Aug. 3, 1777; its first 
appearance in battle was at the Brandy wine 
on Sept. 11, 1777; its first display on foreign 
soll was om one of the Bahama islands on 
June 28, 1778; its firat use on a naval vessel 
was on the Ranger, commanded by John 
Paul Jones. In April, 1818, the present 
form was adopted, the thirteen stars of the 
blue field giving place to one star for each 
state in the union at that time, with the 
provision that on July 4 following the ad- 
mission of a new state to the union a new 
star should be added to the constellation. © 

That in brief is the history of the flag, 
but the thoughts wander fast when the 
nation sets aside a special day of celebra- 
tion of the glorious achievements which it’ 
bas witnessed since the June day in the old 
Quaker town a hundred and twenty-nine 
years ago, when the representatives of the 
‘rebellious colonies, not yet recognized as in- 
‘dependent, chose a standard which should 
declare the sovereignty of the United States 
of America wherever it should float to the 
breeze. 

Flying in triumph at Yorktown when the 
weary troops of Cornwallis marched forth 
to surrender to the tune, The World's 
Turned Upside Down *; gleaming in the 
morning's first beam at Fort McHenry to 
give inspiration to the immortal words of 
Francis Scott Key; realizing the prophecy 
of Joseph Rodman Drake, when Fremont 
set the stars ef glory upon the mountain 
height; waving over the halls of the Monte- 
zumas; lowered at Fort Sumter to rouse 
millions to civil strife; sending forth a mes- 
sage of peace and reunion at Appomattox; 
bidding defiance to England, France, Spain, 
and Mexico; followed by its champions in 
Canada and on the Libyan desert; the in- 
spiration of the soldier living,’ his shroud 
when dead; this flag contains in its folds the 
history of a nation, the record of humiliation, 
pride and glory fer more than a century. 

Tradition states that at Fort Schuyler in 
1777 sheets were cut up to make the white 
stripes, bits of searlet cloth to make the red, 
while the blue was taken from the coat of 
one of the officers. The same tradition re- 
counts that a bevy of New Hampshire girls 
presented to Paul Jonés a flag quilted from 
cloth ravished from their virgin petticoats.” 
And many another story describes like 
makesbifts to secure the material for the na- 
tion’s emblem. After all it matters not 
what the material. It is the flag, and to 
uphold it men have fought and died. It tells 
of freedom and liberty; it represents the 
power of a people; it proclaims sovereignty. 
If it shall continue to speak of truth and 
righteousness, of honor and glory, of a home 
for the oppressed of the world, of a-land of 
the truly free; mo American need ever be 
ashamed, of the just pride which he feels 
when he looks at the star spangled banner 
and thinks of what it represents among the 
banners of the nations. 8

There could be no question as to the un- 
fitness of a Michigan avenue site if all the 
kinds of business to be handled by the judges 
of the new court were to be concentrated at 
one point. The objection could be made 
with even greater force than was made to 
placing a police station and court on Indiana 
avenue. But no “drunk and disorderly ” 
anc other petty criminal cases are to be dis- 
posed of in the municipal court building, 
no matter where it may be situated. Those 
cases will be tried where they “are now, in 
thé police station courtrooms. If a Michi- 
gan avenue building were to be rented the 
“ Bleck Maria would not drive up to it, 
und the sidewalk in front of it would not be 
crowded with disreputable and unpleasant 
people. There should not be even for a day 
a black spot of that kind on so fine a thor- 
oughfare as Michigan avenue. 

The business to be attended to in the mu- 
nicipal court will be in part the same as 
that which is eee in the Circuit and 
Superior courts. In part it will be the petty 
civil litigation which goes now to the justices 
cf the peace. The municipal court build- 
ing will be a sort of a combination of a eourt- 
heuse and a justice shop. It would not 
make Michigan avenue more attractive, but 
it is not intended that the municipal court 
shall be permanently established on the ave- 
nue. It will go to the city hall when a new 
one is built. 

The municipal court judges are to be 
elected in November and set to work at the 
beginning of December. Quarters will have 
to be ready for them that time, and 
those quarters, as far as most of the judges 
are concerned, must be in the business dis- 
trict. The convenience of litigants and 
lawyers calls for that. It is not easy to 
find suitable @ecommodations in the busi- 
ness district. The men who have charge of 
some of the large office buildings say that 
judges are undesirable tenants—that they 
draw crowds which incommode other ten- 
ants. There are some good sites for a 
municipal court building, but the owners 
will not erect one except on a ninety-nine 
year lease, which the city cannot make. 
It the finance committee cannot hit on a 
more convenient and reasonable arrange- 
ment for housing the municipal court than 
the one which contemplates a temporary stay 
on Michigan avenue the objecting property 
owners should: withdraw their objections. 


UNIVERSITY IDEALS. 

Prof. Hale, speaking at the convoca- 
tion of the University of. Chicago, refers 
to the fact that student life is dominated 
largely by false ideals. Students are en- 
couraged or allowed to believe that a 
man must distinguish himself in social or 
‘athletic activities before he can be said to be 
doing anything for himself or for his alma 
mater. The speaker holds the faculties guilty 
of doing nothing to change this: ineorrect 
view of student life. This indictment is 
given weight by the statement of Acting 
President Judson that athleties are the 
life of an institution. In the opinion of 
the latter speaker what must be aceom- 
plished is the purification of athletics

of young men, They may or may not 


keep their thoughts entirely fixed upon

who are constitutional loafers, but the 
majqrity are average men who work some 
and play some. It is the experience of 
men who have visited universities in other 
lands that the youthful exuberance which 
here finds expression in devotion to ath- 
letics there leads to more objectionable 
diversions, and that, everything consid- 
ered, the lesser evil is athletics. , 

When once professionalism and brutal- 
ity are avoided some means should be 
devised to secure a larger participation 
in the physical benefits of moderate exer- 
‘cise. Compulsory gymnasium work has 
done much for the young men of the uni- 
versities, but gymnasiums where a stu- 
dent may exercise without the nuisance of 
being compelled to change his clothes 
twice each time—informa) gymnasiums— 
would be a good thing. Universities sita- 
ated in large cities need to secure exer- 
cise from the student more than those 80 
located that country recreations are pos- 
sible and walks and drives inviting. 

Bluntly speaking, universities musf have 
athletic teams as creditable as possible, 
becduse the preparatory schools compel it. 
A boy just out of a school where he has 
displayed some skill in athletics looks 
for a college on whose 5 he . 
consider it an honor to be. who 
has no ability in that line alae ge enter 
an institution of whose record in athletics 
he would not have to be ashamed in talk- 
ing to other boys. The real things of 
college are incommensurable. In the un- 
dergraduate world the relative mental 
merits of students in different institutions 
are unknown: There is no way to com- 
pare them. The future may throw men 
from one college and men from another 
into a competition of wits, but at present 
athletic contests are the only measure. 
So long as intercollegiate games continue 
it will be necessary for each college to 
make every legitimate effort to be suc- 
cessful. In a real sense the growth of 
the college depends upon athletic victo- 
ries, and the man who achieves them hes 
done something for his college. The turn 
of the student of books comes later. Let 
him not be discouraged. His laurels will 
be slower in coming but more lasting.

And now there 3 the news of the di- 
vorce of young Guy Ivo Sebright, who is 
next heir but one to the baronetcy, the only 
life between him and the title being that of 
his father, who has no other ehildren. 
Should the young fellow, whose marriage 
has just been dissolved, die without issue, the 
baronetcy would pass to Arthur Sebright, the 
ex-convict who first achieved unenviable 
notoriety by terrorizing “‘ Baby Scott into 
a marriage in order to prevent her trustees 
from prosecuting him for having squan- 
dered in a questionable manner her entire 
fortune, amounting to about $150,000. The 
marriage was annulled by the divorce court 
after a most scandalous trial, and a few 
months later Baby Scott beca Mrs. 
Dick Russell, her younger sister marrying 
the Earl Russell. The countess of Russell 
has since divorced herthusband, not, how- 
ever, before the latter had put his mother- 
in-law, Lena Lady Scott, behind the bars 
for six months as guilty of criminal libel, 
following this by bankrupting her. The 
countess subsequently married a groom 
under the impression that he was an Aus- 
trian prince, and is now earning a precarious 
livelihood on the variety stage.

add that Lady Scett’s father, the late Sir 


Claude Scott, was the tout and business as- 
sociate of the notorious money lender, Pad- 
wick, who ruined so many members of the 
British aristocracy.

The be ot the Sebright family who 
furnished the greatest amount of romance 
in recent years was the late Lady Sebright, 
sister-in-law of the present baronet and 
of the ex-convict, and mother of the late 
Sir Egbert, who, after being jiked by Lord 
Wimborne’s daughter, the Hon. Frances 
Guest, died in a rather mysterious fashion 
in the neighborhood of Singapore. Lady 
Sebright was at one moment one of the most 
conspicuous figures of the English great 


“world, and it was in her salon that Mrs. 


Langtry, until then unknown, made her 
début as a society beauty. In view of Mrs. 
Langtry’s subsequent career, the sponsor- 
ship of Lady Sebright was peculiarly appro- 
priate. For Lady Sebright was justly re- 
garded as fast. Certainly there was no 
house in London where higher play was car- 
ried on, and more than one of the great card 
scandals of the day took place at those green 
tables, from which she herself rarely rose 
until 5 o’clock in the morning—then to de- 
vote a couple of hours or more to breaking 
in or schooling in the park some particular- 
ly high spirited and unmanageable horse. 
Her power over horses was as remarkable as 
her seat in the saddle and the daring of her 
riding. 


— 

It was at her house in 3 square, by 
the bye, that the notorious Levantine ad- 
venturer, Lambri, who styled himself 
„ pasha, was wont to win large sums of 
money from her guests, until Henry La- 
bouchere, in London Truth, cut short his 
social career and brought about his disap- 
pearance from view by exposing the fraudu- 
lent character of his claim to be a man of 
rank, äs welt as his unsavory antecedents. 
Lambri at first endeavored to brazen the 
matter out, and actually had the audacity 
to institute proceedings for libel against 
Labouchere, who was, of course, acquitted 


‘by the jury on the ground that the evidence 


went to show that Lambri was an even in- 
finitely greater scoundrel than shown. in 
Truth. 

It will scarcely be believed that after all 
the notoriety of the man in connection with 
the exposure, Lambri was actually able to 
win the hand and fortune of an enormously 
wealthy American woman, namely, the 
widow of the late A T. Barnum. of circus 
celebrity. True, he gave his family patronym+ 
ic of Callias, and it was not until afterwards 
that her relatives and friends became aware 
that Lambri Callias of Mitylene was identi- 
cal with the bogus Pasha Lambri, the 
card sharper, unmasked by Labouchere. 

— 

Fortunately, Lambri died before he had 
made any deep inroads into the fortune of 
his American wife. But ever since his de- 
mise his disreputable brothers have been 
suing their American sister-in-law for what 
they declare to have been Lambri's for- 
tune, on the ground that Turkish law invests 
a husband with nts wife's property on mar- 
riage. And from an Ottoman point of view 
their claims are well founded. The fortune 
bequeathed by Phineas T. Barnum to his 
widow, became the property of Lambri when 
she married him. And when Lambri died 
his four brothers were entitled to share his 
fortune with bis widow. The ex-Mrs. Bar- 
num has had the good sense to keep beyond 
the reach of Turkish jurisdiction since Lam- 
bri’s death and has married an Italian no- 
bleman, from whom she is now separated. 

— 

But to return to Lady Sebright. In spite 
of the many stories current as to the extraor- 
dinary goingson at Lowndes square, she 
Was so fascinating, so clever, witty, and 
popular that she was invited everywhere, no 
social gathering being considered complete 
without her. Her most intimate friend and 
associate who lived with her was an equally 
charming woman of the name of Miss Pro- 
byn. One summer, when they were bath- 
ing at Biarritz, a big wave carried Miss 
Probyn out to sea and she was drowned 
before the eyes of Lady Sebright before as- 
sistance could reach her. This tragedy had 
the effect of causing Lady Sebright to with- 
draw from London and to retire to Tunis, 
where she started a horse breeding estab- 
lishment which resulted in failure, and where 
her. little daughter died. She thereupon 
returned to London, so aged and broken that 
many of her friends falled to recognize her. 

For some time Lady Sebright found con- 
solation in religious exercises and was de- 
vout, but towards the end of her life she 
sought excitement, and, above all, oblivion 
of the past, at the card table, and died an 
inveterate gambler. Indeed, it is related 
of her that on being warned by her physi- 
clans of the approach of death, she duly 
made her peace with the church and there- 
upon summoned the undertaker and played 
carte with him until the last moment, the 
loser to stand the expenses of her funeral. 
She won, and indeed it was the satisfac- 
tion of defeating the undertaker whith 
brought on the fit of choking that carried her 
into another world.

San Francisco Thsurance . 


San Francisco, as a Whole, appears to be 
excoriating the insurance companies because 
of the element of earthquake damages which 
fire insurance policies do not cover. H. F. 
Atwood, vice president of the Rochester Ger- 
man insurance company and chairman of the 


fire underwriters’ adjustment committee of 


fifteen, representing insurance companies in- 
terested in the San Francisco fire, has arrived 
there, and is quoted as saying 

“I am amazed at the hostility in 1 
against the insurance men here. It was not 
erg I left. It is a mystery to me that it 

uld exist or have been ereated in the short 
time that I have been absent. It is extraordi- 
nary. In Baltimore during all the work of 
settling claims not a word of adverse com- 
ment concerning the insurance companies 
was printed. After I had arranged for drafts 
to the amount of $400,000 to settle my com- 
pany’s losses, I left that city and not a 
scintilla of adverse comment had I heard in 
all my stay there. Here I,find a flood of 
abuse, of charges of crookedness, and sug- 
gestions that ‘insurance men should be in 
San Quentin.’ 

“I know that insurance men and compa- 
nies will pay every dollar for which they are 
Hable. They will most certainly not pay 
earthquake losses, and that may as well be 
announced here and now as at any time. 
Where buildings were damaged by. earth- 
quake that fact will be taken into consid- 
eration in settling losses. If the insuredand 
the company that insured him cannot agree 
on a compromise under those circumstances, 
then the courts will adjust the matter. ‘That 


ds all there is to that. 


The insurance companies are prepared 
with proofs where earthquake losses are fn 
dispute. Abundance of photographic matter 
is in our hands. It will be used to insure fair- 
Ness on both sides. Incidentally, it may be 
considered an extraordinary thing that in the 
first. 2,000 claims submitted to insurance men 
in San- co, after the earthquake and 
fire, every than filing a claim swote that his 
property was uninjured by the earthquake. 
I say that is extraordinary. Please consider 
the insurance men's position under such cir- 
cumstances. Remember that earthquake 
clauses are in their policies and that they 
believe an earthquake really ene in San 
Francisco.“ 


London Predicts Easy Money. 
The London Statist takes at view of the 


American money market that is more hope- | 


ful than that generally entertained here. 
It is also hopeful of the world’s business 
situation and the world’s money market. 
After noting that the Pennsylvania railroad 
company has raised a loan in Paris, it adds: 


“Whether fresh American railroad loans | 


are or are not raised there, it is to be expected 
there will be a considerable French invest- 
ment in sound American railroad bonds. 
That will suppply the United States with 
funds, if required, and will rélieve London 
from the danger of a renewed New York de- 
mand for gold. Wpon the whole, then, there 
appears every reason to anticipate that the 
pressure in the American money market is 
passing away, that gradually money will 
become more plentiful and cheap, and that 
the present pause in businesg will prove to be 
short lived. 

It is to be observed that the production of 
gold all over the world is steadily increas- 
ing; that, therefore the arrivals of gold in 
London and at the American treasury are on 
a great seale; that in London at present 
there is scarcely any competition for gold— 

nearly all that arrives goes into the Bank of 
England—and that, consequently, the Bank 
of England reserve is steadily improving.” 


Corn Products Refining. 


As announced some time ago it still appears 
probable that the directors of the Corn Prod- 
ucts Refining company, who meet next Tues- 
day, will declare a dividend of 1 per cent on 
the preferred stock.
